An Intcre»tlne Description «f the Way In 
Which They Are Made. 


Broken slate from the slate qmriief 


is put into a mortir run by steam and 
pounded into email particles 
Theme 


it goes into the hoppei of a mill which 
runs into a "bolting machine," such as 
are used in flouung mills, where it is 
"bolted," the fine, almost impalpable 
flour that results being taken to a mix- 
ing tub, •where a small quantity of 
steatite flour similarly minnfacturod n 
added, togethei -with othet matcri-1!"
